“social circles" fn the capital city. 
Mr. Bennett's work has met the full 
aprobation of the people of the Sev- 
enth Senatorial District, and brought 
to himself honors which rarely come 
to one of his age. His official life has 
been the embodiment of honesty and 
the typiheation of sincerety and well 
does he merit the public honor and 
distinction which he enjoys.

In Memory of Dr. J. W. Meador. 

Life’s fitful fever is over and a 
great and kindly soul sleeps well, 
and I will endtaver, though some- 
what tardily, to do what In life I 
promised my friend I would do. 

James W. Meador was born in 
Breckenrldge connty on November 8. 
j 1838, and spent his youth and early 
manhood in the manner of the contry 
boy of that period. He chose the 
profession of medicine, and was grad- 
uated from the University of Louis- 
: ville in 1869 with distinguished cred- 
lit He located at Shreve in Ohio' 
county where he entered at once upon 
a lucrative practice which, together 
(with the implicit confidence of the 
people, he held until bis deAth. 
Such wa9 his popularity that in 1S73 
the Republicans of the county nomi- 1 
nated him fer Representative, believ- I 
ing that he was the only man who 
could overcome a very large Demo- 
cratic mrjority. After a clostly con- 
tested election, he was elected over hin i 
opponent, Win. Coleman, by a sub- I 
stantial majority, being the first Re- 
publican to cany the county. 

Again in 1877 he was elected a 
member ol the General Assembly and, 
as before, he served with distinction 
the people who bad honored him. In 
both elections he was given almost a 
solid vote iron- -his home country. 
He was an able stumps peaker.and an 
unique and successful campaigner 
In the political annals of the county 
no man ever stood higher In bis par- 
ty councils, or enjoyed the respect 
and consideration of his adversaries 
more. 

But, eminent as he was in public 
life, it was in the practice of his pro- 
fession that be showed himself to be 
a public benefactor. With him there 
was no distinction between prince 
and peasant. He answered the call 
and ministered to the wants of the 
humbly poor with the same alacrity 
that he answered the summons ot 
those In effluence. He showed by 
his self sacrifice in his effort to aid 
others that wherever the path of 
duty and honor may have lead, how- 
ever steep and rugged it may have 
been, he was ready to walk in it. 
Common place as it may seem, he re- 
alized that this doing of his duty em- 
bodied the highest ideal of life and 
character. While there may have 
been nothing heroic in his faithful 
performance of duty, and the common 
lot ol man is not heroic, yet was it 
not magnificent? The sense of hav- 
ing alleviated suffering, mittigated 
sorrow, of duty performed, that was 
with him through a long and event- 
ful life, wa9 no dqubt with him to 
console and sustain in that scene of 
inconceivable solemnity which mark-

lion. Wm. A. Deane, Clerk of the city and county of San Francisco, was Chief 
Deputy in the oilloe of hia predecessor during the latter part of his term. He is a 
Native Son, having been born and raised in the city of San Francisco, and has for 
many years been prominently identified with the Order of Native Sons of the 
Golden West, as well as other fraternal organizations.

In his j 
county he stood without a peer in his 
profession, and as a general practic- ; 

H's pro- j 
found research, his depth ot thought, I 
his extensive travel, his corgenia’ity 
and hi9 sympathetic heart made him 
a delightful associate. Though » fflic- ! 
lion casta shadow over his later life, to 
fits friends he was ever the same. 

In his death *tbe people among 
whom he practiced sustained a loss 
they could hardly tealize. On the 
evening of January 13th, 1904, alter a 
brave but ineflectnal struggle against 
the dissolution which comes to U3 all, > 
the last flickering shadows or the 
evening ot life faded, and he fell qui- 
etly to sleep to be awakened only by 
the final trumpet call.

Wonderful Experiments With 
N-Rays. 

Wonderful experiments with the 
N-rays continue to be reported from 
Paris, and while in some quarters 
they are received with skepticism, yet 
the diversity of phenomena is most 
striking. That they are not 
heat effects, h.s is often claimed, the 
French Investigators show by the 
fact that they are not transmitted by 
substances, that they are transparent 
to heat ray- 9 , while In several physio- 
logical experiments It was demon- 
strated that they can be emitted from 
a body’ below the temperature of the 
phosphoresces t screen and the sur- 
rounding atmosphere. M. Carpen- 
tier obtained an Increased luminos- 
ity of the sensitive screen with rays 
from a Irog with a temperature be- 
low that of the labratory, which was 
not diminished on heating the screen 
and then bringing up a cooler body. 
M. Mace, In similar experiments, 
used a living phosphorescent screen 
prepared lrom bacteria, and showed 
that the effects were not due to heat, 
as the phosphorescence of the screen 
diminishes with a rise in tempera- 
ture. 

Most interesting of the physiologi- 
cal experiments with the N rays have 
been those where, by meanso'aphos 
phorescent screen, the t fleet of a mus- 
cular action such as the movement 
ol the arms was traced to its motor 
center in the brain r. _;plra> marrow 
It is even claimed that It Is possible 
to gauge the activity of the brain by 
the Intensity ol the N rays emitted as 
any mental effort acts to increase the 
luminosity on the screen. Ia this 
way we have the strange pbenono- 
menon of one being able to “see him- 
self think,” and a host of Interes'ing 
experiments suggested. — Harper's 
Weekly. 

Cream of Tomato Soup. 

To make a good cream ol tomato 
soup, peel 2 young carrots, t young 
turnip, t or 2 stalks of celery and a 
leek or a small onion Add to them 
a tew sprays of parsley and a ha'f a 



bunch ol chives cut up in small bits, 
and a clove of garlic 11 desired. Boil 
all these flavorings and vegetables for 
an hour In a pint and a half of water, 
and then add a quart can of tomatoes. 
Cook the soup slowly lor tw-o hours 
longer and then strain through a col- 
ander. Melt a large tablespoonful 
of butter in a saucepan, stir it until 
it is quite brown and add two table- 
spoonfuls of flour. Finally stir In a 
cup ot the soup and then turn this 
thickened mixture into the remain- 
| tier of the soup. Cook the mixture 
i for filteen minutes more and season it 
j with a tablespoonful of sugar, one ta- 
blespoonful of salt and a scant tea- 
spoonful of pepper. Fry brown 
squares of bread, an Inch in length, 
and place them in the soup tureen, 
pouring the soup over them. 

Money in Sbeep. 

Every little while we come across 
accounts of men who, in a smell way, 
have made splendid money out of 
sheep. One of the latest is that an 
Iowa man bought some Cotswold 
ewes two years ago at #3 per head. 
He kept them until they raised two 
crops of lauibs for him ami sold them 
for $4.25 apiece. The first year their 
fleeces average ri pounds, the sec- 
ond year 12. One of lauibs brought 
$5 60 per 100 pounds, the other 55 50. 
All the owner did to fatten was to 
give them corn husk and timothy l 
hay and let them run in the yatds 
where he was fattening cattle. Tiiey 
picked up corn enough for themselves 
around the troughs.

ANOTHER ATTEKPT. 



Effort Made to Sink Merchant 
Vessels at Port Arthur. 

The Japanese, However, Failed to 

Block the Entrance to the Inner 
Roadstead and Their Vessels 
Were Driven Away. 

St Petersburg, March 28. — An offi- 
cial dispatch from Port Arthur to the 
emperor says that at 1 o’clock Sun- 
day morning the Russian searchlights 
disclosed four largo merchant steam- 
ore making for the entrance to the har- 
bor, supported by six torpedo boata. 

A heavy fire was opened on them by 
the batteries and some war ships. 

The torpedo boat Stllnl, commanded 
by Lieut. Krlnlzkl, turned the mer- 
chant vessels from their course by 
blowing up the prow of the first and 
then boldly attacked the enemy’s tor- 
pedo boats. In the fierce fight which 
followed Chief Engineer Swyereff, of 
the Stllnl. and six marines were kill- 
ed and the commander and 12 men 
were Injured. 

’•"The Japanese plan to blow up the" 
entrance to Port Arthur was frustrat- 
ed, however, and the channel is still 
clear. 

^Yio® Adm. Makaroff, commanding 
the Russian naval forces at Port Ar- 
thur, has sent the following telegram 
to the emperor: 

‘‘I beg most humbly to repo*t that 
at 2 o’clock this morning the enemy 
made a second attempt to block the 
entrance to the Inner roadstead. For 
this purpose they dispatched four largo 
merchant steamers, convoyed by six 
torpedo boats, to the entrance. 

“The enemy’s ships were promptly 
discovered by the searchlights and 
wore bombarded by the bat ter lee and 
by tho guardshlps Bohr and Otvajny. 

“Fearing the enemy’s ships might 
break through, Lieut. Krlnlzki, com- 
manding the guard torpedo boat Btilnl, 
attacked the enemy and destroyed the 
bow of the foremost Japanese steam- 
er with a torpedo. This steamer turn- 
ed to the right and was followed by 
two others with the rosult that the 
three were stranded to the right of the 
entrance. A fourth steamer went to 
the right of the enemy's ships and like- 
wise sank to the side of the Fairway. 
The Stllnl then battled with the ene- 
my’s six torpedo boats Engineer Ar- 
tificer Swyeroff and ste seamen were 
killed and the commander and 12 sea- 
men were wounded. 

"At daybreak the enemy's hattlaehlp 
and cruiser squadrons appeared, ami I 
proceeded with the fleet under my 
charge to meet the enemy. 

“Tho second attempt of the Japanese 
to block tho entrance to Port Arthur 
has failed, thanks to the energetic do- 
fenso by the sea and land fbroes who 
acted as they did during the first at- 
tempt. 

Paris, March 2ft. — The Echo do Paris 
Ft. Petersburg correspondent say9 the 
war office general staff expects that 
the first land engagements In tho far 
east will take place in about a week. 
It is estimated, he adds, that Gen. 
Kuroklt, commanding the first Japan- 
ese army In the Ping Yang region, has 
a total strength of 70,000 men, Includ- 
ing a brigade of cavalry and 180 can- 
non. 

Tho Petit Journal’s St. Petersburg 
correspondent says: “I learn that the 
fleet to sail to the far east about June 
15 will consist of eight battleships, 11 
cruisers and torpedo boat destroyers 
the number of which haa not yet been 
fixed, Command of the fleet will be 
entrusted to Adm. Rojestvensky and 
Grand Duko Alexander Mlchaeloviteh, 
who will receive sealed personal or- 
ders from the emperor to bo opened at 
sea.” 

The St Petersburg correspondent 
of the Petit Parisian says It Is reported 
that the Vladivostok squadron, under 
the command of Capt. Reltzensteln, 
has returned to Port Arthur with sev- 
eral prizes In tow, including a Japan- 
ese warship. 

“It la certain,” says the St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Matin, “that 
tho Russian cruiser BoyaTln was blown 
up by touching a Russian torpedo eight 
days after the torpedo transport Yo 
nesel wae blown up by accidentally 
striking a mine at Port Arthur. Even 
If this news Is not confirmed the fact 
that the cruiser has not been mention- 
ed as partaking in the recent opera- 
tions Is sufficient evidence. It 19 not 
known since the death of Capt. Stepa- 
noff. commander of the Yenesel, where 
the torpedoes have been placed aril 
hence It is impossible for Russian ships 
to approach Dalny, where there are 
known to bo many.” 

The War Will Last Two Years. 

Paris, March 28. — The Matin’s Har- 
bin correspondent says a rumor Is 
being circulated there to the effect 
♦ hat the war will last two years, and 
that it will not really begin before 
September.

Strader, U. S. A., retired, who died 
March 8 at SL Joseph’s hospital in 
Philadelphia, have been received by 
several prominent men of Louisville, 
frlanda'of the dead man. 

Col. Strader, after directing that all 



hts debts be paid, requests that his 
body be cremated at Philadelphia, and 
tho ashes taken to Louisville, his birth- 
place, there to be scattered on the wa 
teTB of the Ohio river. 

“If after this process," reads the 
! will, “the Angel Gabriel, for whom I 
j have all duo respect, can with his 
trumpet raise me from tho dead, ho 
j Is a darling, and I will take ofT my 
■hadowy hat to him. I will pass away 
believing In no other deity than that 
which Is specified by Pope as being 
’the first great cause — least under 
j stood/ believing that my first duty lc 
to my fellow man and that ho who 
lives this lifo In Justice to his people 
and follows the precepts of Him who 
said, ’Love thy neighbor as thyself has 
nothing to fear from tho hereafter — 
no matter what It Is. 

“With beet wishes to you all and 
•drink hearty.* ” 

Col. Strader graduated from West 
Point before the civil war and was 
one of tho few southern officers who 
remained loyal to the union. After 
the war ho buw hard fighting In several 
Indian campaigns, serving with Custer 
and other well-known commanders. 
Prior to his death he held a position at 
the Schuylkill arsenal.
